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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are ineffective to 
overcome the prior art of record. Regarding the argument that Sohda (440) teaches away from the use of Character Projection (CP) 
apertures having shaping holes of the charged beams having shapes of one hundred or more characters having shapes of the standard 
cells; the applicant has refered to Column 17, lines 1-17 in Sohda (440) as teaching away by limiting number of cell projection apertures 
to a value of 5; however Sohda (440) is refering to limiting the number of cell projection apertures 3910 to a value of 5 on each submask 
3914, and the examiner has interpreted from Figure 39 that, each cell projection aperture 3910 shown, contains from 2 to 9 shaped 
holes, and that each submask 3914 has 22 shaped holes; therefore there is a total of 550 shaped holes (apertures) on cell projection 
mask 396. Thus Sohda (440) does not teach away from the use of Character Projection (CP) apertures having shaping holes of the 
charged beams having shapes of one hundred or more characters having shapes of the standard cells, as recited in claims 1,7, and 15. 

Regarding applicants argument that Shimada (902) does not teach the use of a standard cell library recording means; the applicant is 
respectfully directed to Shimada (902), Column 1, line 54-58, which states; As shown in FIG. 2, the steps for producing a library of basic 
cells include logic designing 10, circuit designing 11, pattern designing 12, production of a delay library 13, and registration 14 of the 
data obtained in the foregoing steps. The examiner has interpreted that Shimada (902) discloses the means for registration of cells in a 
library, which is equivalent to a standard cell recording means, as recited in claims 1,7,12-15,20, and 21. In addition the term "standard 
cells registered in a library" was utilized in both of the most recent non-final and final office actions. See pages 5 and 7 therein. 
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
